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In response to the communication of April 18, 2007, applicant point out that their last 
response erroneously stated that angiogenesis is encompassed by claims 6-7, 10-11 and 
14-15, when claims 14-15 are the claims which are directed to angiogenesis. Angiogenesis 
is not generic to all of the conditions recited in the Patent Office communication as 
angiogenesis is clearly not desirable in conditions such as arthrosis. If angiogenesis, as 
encompassed by claims 14 and 15, cannot be elected to start the prior art search, 
applicants hereby elect the treatment of skin as the treatment to begin the prior art search. 
The treatment of skin is encompassed by claims 6-7 and 1 0-1 1 .
